1. la connection with the forthcoming IDEALIST mission, 1 an 
attaching for yens information • copy of a document known internally as 
Operations Policy Letter No. 6. It controls the substance and procedures 
used in briefing IDEALIST pilots. 

2. An earlier version of this document was in force at the time of 
the loss of the U-2 aircraft ever the USSR en May 1, i960. The whole 
subject of pilot briefing wne exhaustively reviewed following thie incident 
by n committee established specifically for this purpose. The committee 
drew heavily open the relevant experience ef the military in this review. 

One member of fide committee had personally interviewed the turncoat ; 
prisoners in Keren and the American crewe who were deemed by the Com* 

m uniats doting the Korean conflict. The attached Operations Policy Letter 
Mo. 6 was the result of fids review process. 

1. I would particularly call to your attention paragraph 4.c.(4) which 
a pacifies that the pilot may revoal his CIA civilian affiliation. This provision 
has boon In force since the inception ef the project ami wne net changed as a 
raenlt of the review mentioned above. Our reasoning has been from the 
beginning that we should emphasise the civilian intelligence collection 
mission of (hose flights, so as to remove so ter as possible any hoottee 
jpr military overtones, in the aftermath ef the U-2 incident of i960 we 
continue to believe that this la the proper attribution.
